Affairs at Albany—Another Ballot. 
A lbany (N. Y.), June 14tb.—To-day the 
vote to fill the vacancy caused by Conkling’s 
resignation was as follows: Wheeler, 23; 
Conk ling. 31 ; Jacobs, 50 ; Cornell, 9 ; 
Rogers, 21; Lapham, 8 ; Folger, 2 ; Brad­ 
ley, 1; James M. Maivin, 2 ; Tremaine, 3 ; 
Crowley, 1. 
To fill Platt’s vacancy the vote was : De­ 
pew, 50; Folger, 3 ; Lapham, 2 ; Kernan, 
51; Cornell, 10; Platt, 26; Crowley, 4. 
Ño choice was made, and the Convention 
adjourned, 
THE BRIBERY INVESTIGATION. 
A lbany, June 14th.—In the investigation 
to-day, Bradley testified that there was no 
discord between him and Sessions, although 
all of the party did not indorse Sessions’ ac­ 
tion at Chicago. Thought be did not tell C. 
I*. Ingersoll he had voted for Conkling and 
Piatt for the last time. He would not make 
a direct answer whether he told a New York 
Times correspondent that he would vote for 
Depew hereafter. He did not think he told 
him or Lyman B. Smith of the Buffalo Cou­ 
rier that outside money was given to witness 
by an outside lobbyist. He was positive he 
did not tell F. M. Miller of Chautauqua the 
same ; nor did he remember saying in Kelly’s 
cigar store in Olean, on Sunday, that there 
was consternation in store for the people at 
Albany. He thought he did say he could get 
8500 for voting for Depew, and at the same 
time please bis constituency, but he Baid he 
would not do it. He did not tell the Post­ 
master that he could get $7,500 to vote for 
Depew. 
()n re-direct examination Bradley was 
greatly exiited. After making his speech he 
gave a copy of it to the first reporter who 
asked for it. In regard to his talk at Olean, 
he said ho was thinking of the star route de­ 
velopments. He thought he could get $500 
from the lobby at Albany, because they were 
so very energetic for Depew. He said he had 
not drank even cider since he left the inebri­ 
ate asylum in 1872 ; nor even eaten sanees in 
which brandy or wine is used. His misstate­ 
ments to his partner about signing the right 
of way in the Peg Leg Railroad matter was 
the result of forgetfulness, not of a desire to 
deceive. No one ever suggested to him the 
making of a false charge against Sessions or 
any one else. Bradley said he thought from 
the street and newspaper talk that some 
members of the Legislature could be bcught. 
His was the only case in which he hinted of 
an offer being made, except, perhaps, to the 
Youngs. 
A recess was then taken by the committee. 
SENATOR SESSIONS SWEARS. 
A lbany, June 14th.—In the afternoon, 
Senator Sessions testified that he was an ex­ 
pert in promoting the interest of candidates. 
He knew the evening before Bradley's dis­ 
closure that it was coming. It was a rumor 
on the street; didn’t talk to Bradley about 
it ; was once a witness in a bribery case in 
the Senate, in which he bad acted as counsel 
for pay, or it rok-ht be called a lobbyist; paid 
no money to anybody to vote for the measure; 
was a lobbyist six or seven years, off and on, 
advocating such bills by argument as he was 
paid for advocating. He denied being inti­ 
mate with Winans when he left the Republi­ 
can party and went over to the Democrats, 
and lost control of the House to the Repub­ 
licans ; knew Forsyth of Troy, and got 
?1,C00 to oppose the Albany bridge bill; had 
assisted in Washington in one or two matters, 
but never divided the pay he got; went up to 
Woodiu’s room after leaving Bradley in the 
Delavan House; told the caucus Jure 8th 
that ho had secured a vote. Witness tLought 
he had secured Bradley to vote for Depew, 
as Bradley said witness wouldn’t be disap­ 
pointed in his vote. Witness was surprised 
when Bradley voted for Conkling and P latt; 
never had any reason to believe Bradley cor­ 
ruptible. 
Adjourned. 
The Great Northwestern Cyclone. 
S t . L o u s , .Tuco 14‘h.—Later reports from 
Western Missouri describing the cyclone 
say : The most destruction took place at or 
near King City and Flag Springs. Later in 
the evening another cyclone passed north of 
Savannah, Andrew county, northeast. From 
information received it appears that a cloud 
formed in a field near Chapel, about eight 
milts northwest cf Savannah, and moved 
southeast, tearing timber trees and fences 
until it struck the laree brick house of Na­ 
than C. Kellogg, situated about six miles 
north of the town, which it tore to pieces. 
Mr. Kellogg and family were absent from 
home at tho time and so escaped being in­ 
jured. Two houses belonging to Mr. Kel­ 
logg, in a field near the brick house, were 
found in a field a quarter of a mile away, sup­ 
posed to have been carried there by the cy­ 
clone. it then moved erst. At this time it 
was about 160 yards wide. 
Chicago, June 14th.—In the path of the 
cyclone was a residence of J. Hall, situated 
near Toll Bridge. It struck the corner of the 
house, moving it off the foundation and dam- 
agirg it considerable. W. S. Wright had 50 
hogs killed. John Parks’ house further on 
was blown away, and Mrs. Parks severely 
injured. Thos. Crean’s house was carried 
away, and a Baptist Church was nearly tern 
to pieces. Mrs. Laoghlin’s house, further 
south, was blown to pieces. The furniture, 
clothing, and everything contained in the 
houso were carried away. Featherbeds were 
torn to pieces, and the feathers strewn 
through the timber. Stoves and all kinds of 
household goods from the houses were carried 
through the air, and the owners have not yet 
found any of them. Lann Roberts and E. 
A. Phillips’ house, near Fishf jrd. were de­ 
stroyed. From there the storm passed oa to 
Flag Springs and King City. 
These known to have been killed are : R. 
C. Ñelson, C. E. Maynard, Mrs. G. Roberts 
and child, and a man unknown. The in­ 
jured are: Miss E. Gee, who will die ; Miss 
Maynard, severely; Wm. Miller, danger­ 
ously ; Robt. Miller, Beriously bruised ; 
Israel Wood and children ; Frank Burke 
and company, 14 persons in all, injured and 
bruised; John Colt and family of children 
have since died ; W m. Reicks is soverely 
hurt, Mrs. Rsicks fatally-; Mrs. Pichards, 
right arm and ribs broken. 
Houses were blown away belonging to Jos. 
Baglen, near Flag Springs. Among the in­ 
jured here were Wm. E. L. Rood, near 
Susce ; Mrs. J. Bonham, Jos. Peircs, L. G. 
Dingerfield, Isaiah Bailes, Gao. H. Pern- 
ance. Israel Wood, L' Garrett, R. C. Nelson, 
John Cott, Frank Burke, Bloomer Dungon, 
L. Meeks, Mrs. McIntyre, Wm. Barham, 
Miss Bsvins, George Roberts, Randolph 
Newman, Wilkes Meeks, Thos. Baltimore, 
M. Hartwell of South Berlin, Phil. Asmans, 
near the same place ; also tho two Thomases, 
H. W. Wolf and scores of others. 
B urlingam e (Ks.), June 14th.—The cy­ 
clone in this county was more serious than 
telegraphed from Topeks. The cyclone first 
formed between Arvonid and Olivet, then 
passed northwest, g ling out of the county in 
the direction of Pomera, Franklin county. 
In its course it killed five people, including 
John Rozsncranz, Jehu Harper, a man 
named Brown, two colored children and a 
person whose name is not yc-t learned.

kins, Mr. Bertram, John Harper, J. liig*ins, 
and undoubtedly many others. They were 
all farm houses in an old settled county, many 
of them fine residences. 
At Qveaemo the Presbyterian church was 
destroyed, and one other building. Of the 
buildings enumerated, the majority were 
upon the opposite road, leading from the west 
into Quenemo. The people were absent at­ 
tending Sunday-school*, which undoubtedly 
prevented a teirible loss of life. 
A large number of people were badly hurt. 
Citizens in the buildings uninjured turned 
out, and all were comfortably cared for. 
The loss in property ia enormous, but cannot 
be safely estimated. For fifteen miles of the 
most densely settled and best part of Osage 
county the cyclone cut a swath of desolation 
and death. Entire farms are stripped of 
their buildings, together with cattle and 
much of the vegetation. At one place only a 
piece of tire a foot long aud a hub was It ft 
of a wagon. 
The 9an Francisco Mini Affair, 
W ashington, June 14th.— Secretary Win- 
dom said to-day that he would probably bo 
prepared to appoint a committee to investi­ 
gate the charges preferred against Superin­ 
tendent Dodge, of the San Francisco Mint, 
within a few days ; that he hsd already tele­ 
graphed to a gentleman, asking if it would be 
convenient for him to serve, and that he was 
awaiting a reply. 
The Trcasory Ring. 
W ashington, June 14th.—The treasury 
investigating committee to-day submitted a 
preliminary report to Secretary WiDdom of 
the evidence fonnd against the custodians of 
the Department. The committee report that 
they fonnd a regularly organized ring, which 
has been in existence for several years, and 
has been misappropriating money and de­ 
frauding the Government. The omciale and 
employes who were connected with the ring 
will be dismissed at once, and a more com­ 
plete and thorough investigation will be or­ 
dered. All the facts heretofore reported in 
the Western Associated Press dispatches re­ 
lating to the selling of carpets and other 
frauds of the ring are reported by the com­ 
mittee. 
Nov Hnllroad Proposed. 
N ew Y o rk , June 14th.—The Times says : 
It has be:D reported that the Uniou Pacific 
Railway Company has decided to build a 
road 550 milts long from a point between 
Sydney and Cheyenne, to Baker City, Or., 
and that to raise the ueceseary funds they 
proposed to issue to each holder of 100 shares 
of Union Pacific stock 82,000 in first mort­ 
gage bonds of the new road at par, but with­ 
out guarantee, and to give as a bonus ten 
shares of stock of the new company. Yes­ 
terday it was announced privately to stock­ 
holders that the rights above detailed would 
accrue only to stockholders of record Satur­ 
day last, and numerous protests were sent in 
against closing the books in such an arbitrary 
manner, without notice.

While Woman Declared I. gal. 
C h eyen ne, June 14th.—The famous mie- 
cerenatiou case, wherein a Chinaman and 
white woman were indicted for intermar­ 
riage, the ceremony having been perfoimed 
in Colorado, was decided to-day by the Chief 
Justice. The Court held that the marriage, 
being legal in Colorado, it was legal here 
under the statutes. The defendants were 
finally discharged, A curious outgrowth of 
the case is that the Cainamen here have 
ostracized the bold groom, Lee ChiD, and 
claim that he disgraced their race by marry- 
iog a white woman.

a bad third and Maskelyne, Nesscliff, Volup­ 
tuary and Culloden finishing in the order 
named.

THE SCENE AT THE COURSE. 
N ew Y ork, June 14th.—A correspondent 
at Ascot telegraphs as follows : The appear­ 
ance of the course is much more brilliant than 
list week, when the court was in monrning 
and compelled the ladies to assume somber 
hues. The royal lawn to-day was a perfect 
kaleidoscope of beautiful colors. One lady 
was dressed in rich cherry satin, trimmed 
with black lace, representing Lorillard's 
colors. The whoie length of the rails facing 
the grand stand was occupied by a line of 
drags crowded with fair occupants. A few 
minutes before the race the royal procession

menced. For an hour before the Prince of 
Wales stakes was begun the horses were pa­ 
raded in the paddock. There was a great 
rush aud inquiries after Iroquois. The pop­ 
ular furore seemed entirely with the Ameri­ 
cans, one gentleman remarking, “ I shall 
break the Americans. Their luck is dead at 
present.” When Iroquois appeared he was 
fairly mobbed. 
A crowd followed him 
around, and the general opinion was that he 
was greatly improved since the Derby. Since 
last year the stewards, under the presidency 
of tho Earls of Cork and Orrery, have done 
much to increase the attraction» »f the meet- 
irg, and have expended about £15,000 in at­ 
tractions anil improvements, leaving but little 
in the way i f comfort to be desired.

LEVEE DISTRICT NO. 1. 


W e are sorry to differ from M r. lvnox in 
regard to the propriety of assisting Levee 
D istrict No. 1, b u t a due regard for the 
interests of Sacram ento compels us to this 
course. 
Mr. Knox appears to us to beg 
th e question when he speaks of the city 
“ donating ” §27,500 to D istiict No. 1. 
In 
fact, there is no such proposition before 
th e public. 
The people of th a t district 
have declared their readiness to pay their 
proportion of the cost of strengthening the 
levee from Y street to Freeport, and we do 
not know why anyone should assum e th a t 
th ey are not sincere in this offer. 
The 
T rustees, however, are empow ered to col­ 
lect the tax, and even if th ey were no t it 
w ould still, in our opinion, be the only 
wise policy for th e city to undertake the 
w ork. 
I t may be, as Mr. K ncx says, th at 
there is no danger of th e inhabitants of 
D istrict No. 1 abandoning th eir levee. 
It 
is certain, however, th a t not a few of them 
have talked of doing th a t very thing. P er­ 
haps Mr. Knox understands th eir intentions 
m uch better th an th ey do them selves, bu t 
a t least th eir own declarations m ust be 
adm itted as possessing 
some evidential 
value. 
N obody 
has 
any 
objection 
to 
th eir 
paym ent 
ot 
half 
or 
even 
all th e expense of th e proposed work. 
B ut 
the 
point 
w hich 
seems 
to 
us 
conclusive, though Mr. Knox cannot see it, 
is th a t Sacram ento cannot afford to rest her 
security upon th e action of any outsiders. 
T his levee m ay be very necessary to the 
people o? D istrict No. 1, bu t it is still more 
necessary to Sacram ento, and were they 
o ut of the question entirely, and were 
there no property interests there to be con­ 
sidered, it would still be the part of wis­ 
dom for her to m aintain th a t levee. 
This 
is why we hold th a t the proposed work 
o ught to be done. 
T he city cannot afford 
to be inclosed w ith w ater every w inter like 
a beleaguered citadel, even though it may 
n ot get w ithin h?r inner defenses. 
The 
security of D istrict No. 1 is indispensable 
to the safety of the city, and w hatever may­ 
be said about the w ealth or j o verty of the 
property-ow uers of the district, we do not 
th in k there ought to be tw o opinions as to 
the advisability of voting for the assistance 
proposed. 
AVe believe further th a t the 
property-ow nera of th e d istrict will pay 
th eir quota cheerfully, and th a t there will 
be no difficulty on th a t head. 


EARTH 
VEr.SUS 
STONE. 


I t wonld have been m uch the wiaer plan 
to have postponed th a t p art of th e election 
which relates to th e stone im provem ent, 
b ut as the T rustees have not seen tit to 
take th a t course there rem ains no other 
m ethod of dealing w ith the proposition 
th an to vote it down. 
W e have shown 
th a t it is at best h u t a delusion ; th a t it 
does not promise any real security ; th a t it 
would not strengthen the levees save in a 
few places ; th a t it would cost three time3 
as m uch as earthw ork, and would be far 
loss u se fu l; th a t it would com m it the city 
to an expenditure of §100,000 upon a futile 
scheme ; and th a t in fact there arc no ar­ 
gum ents in its favor. 
There are a few 
places on the levees where the deposit of a 
little stone m ight do good, b u t they can 
be attended to w ithout any such outlay. 
If the T rustees arc beaten upon this 
second proposition, they w ill still have 
5750,000 to spend upon earthw ork, and 
th is 
w ill 
give 
em ploym ent 
to largo 
num bers 
of 
laborers 
in 
any 
event. 
T he im provem ent of th e levees in a ra ­ 
tional and effective way may ultimately- 
cost the city quite as much as it is pro­ 
posed to squander upon this stone busi­ 
ness, b u t then every dollar p u t on in 
effective work will tell, whereas the stone 
plan w ould only give us a fictitious secur­ 
ity , and m ight very possibly hide serious 
inroads upon th e strength of the ltvces 
by gophers and quicksands. 
If the Icveta 
are raised, and th eir faces sown w ith Ber­ 
m uda grass, it is th e judgm ent of th e most 
experienced engineer* and levee-builders 
th a t we shall have all the security th a t can 
be obtained. 
T he coat of one yard of stone 
w ill p n t three y ards of earth on th e levees, 
and the earth w ill give far greater strength 
to them than th e alone. 
U nder th e cir­ 
cum stances, therefore, it w onld be a waste 
of money to adopt th e above plan, and we 
hope th a t it will be voted dow n to-day by 
a large m ajority.

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W hy be s.i fearful over disordered kidneys ? 
K idney-W ort w ill cure it. 


T he C ity Board of H ealth has issued a 
statem ent regarding th e sewerage question 
w hich w hile it contains a great deal of 
sound and sensible argum ent, is calculated 
at the present tim e to convey some m is­ 
leading impressions. 
The Board is of 
course very heartily in favor of a good 
system of sewerage. 
I t urges th e im por­ 
tance of getting rid not only of the surface 
drainage, bu t of the contents of th e cess­ 
pools. 
I t evidently does not believe th a t 
the drainage canal can be made to perform 
its w ork efficiently. 
B ut it objects to the 
pum ping of the sewage into the river on 
the ground th a t we ought n ot “ to inflict 
“ on our neighbors below us evils against 
“ which we ourselves m ost em phatically 
“ p ro te st.” 
T his is true, and it would be 
m ost unreasonable for this city to under­ 
take to pum p its Bewage into the river 
perm anently. 
B ut the Board of H ealth 
Joes not appear to have reflected th a t it 
m ust be some tim e, under any system of 
sewerage, before the more offensive m at­ 
ters in our sewage are pum ped into the 
river at all. 
Thus far we have, unfortu­ 
nately for ourselves, obstinately retained 
these m atters, and have only sought to rid 
ourselves of the less harm ful drainage. 
Kven under these circum stances, however, 
we have been pouring our Bewage down 
upon th e lands of our neighbors. 
The 
drainage canal is at least as flagrant a vio­ 
lation of th e principle sought to be en­ 
forced by the Board, as the proposed 
pum ping system can he, and it is ex­ 
trem ely probable th a t if the owners of the 
lands through which th a t canal runs were 
to sue out an injunction against the city, 
they could compel the abandonm ent of 
th at outlet. 
As regards the question of polluting the 
tiver, it is a t present one of com paratively 
slight im portance, as m ay be found by 
reference to the respective volumes of the 
sewage and of the river current in w hich it 
is to be deposited. 
T aking th e Cbtimate3 
m ade by the engineers of th e volume of 
the Sacram ento flowing by th e city, it ap­ 
pears th a t there would be a proportion of 
about one pint of sewage to ten hogsheads 
of 
w ater. 
Now, 
while 
hom eopathisfs 
m ight consistently m aintain th at this pro­ 
portion is sufficient to produce serious 
pollution in th e river ten or tw en ty or 
fif:y miles below, we cannot understand 
how physicians of th e allopathic school 
can hold such a theory sincerely. 
The 
Board may argue th a t w hen all the cess­ 
pools are drained into the river th e pollu­ 
tion will be increased ; b u t we are dealing 
now w ith things as they are, and at 
present th a t kind of sewage does not find 
its way into the river except by filtration. 
Again, it m ust be realized th a t th e pro­ 
posed pum ping plan is not a finality, bu t 
only a beginning. 
There will be nothing 
to prevent its developm ent when once 
established, in w hatever way hygienic sci­ 
ence ir.ay suggest. 
If it is found practi­ 
cable and advisable to purify th e sewage 
before it is p n t into th e river, thi3 can be 
done. 
I t is intended th a t when a com­ 
m encem ent has been made the entire eew- 
erage of th e city Ehall be reorganized, and 
th a t connections shall be made betw een the 
sewer3 and the houses, so as to carry off 
everything. 
B u t it Í3 not practicable to do 
everything a t once, however desirable it 
m ight be. 
The city is not w ealthy enough 
to tax itself for so costly a system in one 
year. 
T he expense will have to be divided 
and spread over several years. 
A t present 
we arc chiefly concerned to obtain the 
means of beginning right. 
The pum ping 
system proposed 
is comprehensive and 
powerful enough for extensivo develop­ 
m ent, and it is calculated th a t the sew er­ 
age cau be gradually perfected when once 
this m ethod of discharging it has been pu t 
in w orking order. 
I t is not pretended th a t the plan to be 
voted on to-day is perfect, b ut it is con­ 
tended th a t half a loaf is b etter than no 
bread, and th a t since th is plan has been de­ 
vised w ith a full recognition of future needs, 
we shall hazard nothing by adopting it. 
The Board of H ealth no-doubt desires only 
the good of the city, b u t if its members 
had looked into the pum ping plan a little 
more closely we do not th in k they would 
have thought it necessary to cast doubts 
upen its expediency, or to talk of the wisdom 
cf further delays. 
They say th a t they do 
not understand w hat is proposed in the 
way of sewerage, b u t they certainly m ight 
have informed them selves on th a t head 
w ithout much difficulty. 
M r. 
B assett 
would no doubt have been glad to have 
given them a n y ‘inform ation on the subject, 
and if they had conversed w ith him half an 
hour they would have learned th a t there is 
really nothing in the proposition now be­ 
fore the public which can interfere w ith 
the m ost thorough application of th e views 
they entertain. 
W e th in k experience has proved th a t 
pum ping is th e only way by which Sacra­ 
m ento can he drained. 
F.xamination also 
shows th at a t least for some tim e to come 
our sewage can be p ut in the river w ith ­ 
ou t causing even as m uch pollution as the 
draiijpge canal now produces where it flows. 
W hen the sewer system has been made 
effective and complete it will be in order to 
consider modes of purifying it before it is 
placed in the river. 
A t present however 
the main thing is to m ake an intelligent 
beginning, and th a t can only, he done by 
indorsing th e proposition now before the 
paDlic. 
It is the one way out of a great 
difficulty which offers iteelf, and we are 
very decidedly of opinion th a t it ought to 
be adopted w ithout hesitation.

DISGRACEFUL 
AFFAIR. 


A car-load of canned provisions had been 
ordered from th e F ast for the A rctic ex­ 
ploring vessel liodgers, about to sail in 
search of the Jean n ette. 
W hen the goods 
were received it was discovered th a t they 
were all spoiled, and in a state of decom­ 
position. 
They had been canned so badly 
th at they would not keep even from one side 
of the continent to the other. 
Now it is to 
be rem arked th at this is not a new kind of 
discovery. 
I t will be rem em bered th at 
the loss of the Sir Jo h n F ranklin expedi­ 
tion has been attrib u ted to a precisely sim ­ 
ilar fraud on th e part of the contractor 
who supplied it w ith canned provisions. 
W hen they were opened they were found 
to be uneatable, b u t unfortunately the dis­ 
covery of th e ir condition was not made 
until th e loss was irreparable, and so the 
crew and officers were deprived of th a t 
change of diet which is so indispensable 
to th e preservation of health in high lati­ 
tudes. 
B ut the ease of th e Franklin expe­ 
dition is not the only one in point. 
Singu­ 
lar as it m ust appear, the very samo thing 
occurred when th e Jean n ette was about to 
sail for the A rctic, tw o years ago. 
The 
Call says ou th is : “ AmoDg the stores 
“ purchased in the E sst by Captain De 
“ Long for the Jeannette, before she sailed 
“ from th is port tw o years ago, was a 
“ quantity of canned 
beef, w hich was 
“ guaranteed to be of extra quality, and 
“ peculiarly suited for the purpose for 
“ which it was required. 
I t was shipped 
“ by rail, and delivered a t M are Island. 
“ Before 
being 
placed 
on 
board 


“ several of 
th e cases w ere exam ined, 
“ and th eir contents were found to be 
“ totally unfit for hum an food—th e beef was 
“ ro tten ! 
N o t a can of the invoice was 
“ fit for use, and th e Captain duplicated 
“ his order and had it filled here.” 
Now 
it is impossible to believe th a t these tw o 
cases of spoiled canned provisions were 
m erely the result of accident. 
If they 
w ere it is certain th a t the firms which 
allow ed such goods to leave th eir factories 
ought to be tabooed, for such carelessness 
is u tterly incom patible w ith honesty and 
business a b ility . 
B u t it seems difficult to 
escape the suspicion th a t these dealers 
deliberately sought to palm off spoiled 
provisions 
upon 
A rctic 
expeditions, 
know ing 
th a t 
it 
would 
be 
a 
long 
tim e 
before 
th ey 
could 
make 
any 
com plaint, 
and 
th a t 
they 
m ight 
never retu rn a t all. 
I t is needless to say 
th a t no respectable firm w ould be guilty 
of such an outrage, and it is equally clear 
th a t no firm guilty of such an outrage can 
be considered respectable. 
The theory of 
accident is inadm issible, for it implies 
carelessness so gross as to be crim inal. 
In 
such a case th e m anufacturers were bound 
to tak e special 
pains and to observe 
special 
precautions, 
and 
since 
under 
these circum stances they did w hat they 
did, th eir conduct ought to dam n them in 
the eyes of all honorable men.

The S tale H arbor C om m issioner*—Report 
o f th e E xpert. 
S an F rancisco, June 14th.—Lauren E. 
Crane, the expert appointed to examine the 
affairs of the State H arbor Commissioners, 
more particularly with reference to the al­ 
leged frauds in the construction of the sea 
wall, has tiled his report. 
He finds the books 
of the Commission in excellent order, end 
the whole business system with regard to 
wharves and outside employes one of effective 
checks and balauces, except as relates to the 
collection of tolls. 
There is no adequate 
check on collector* of tolls, but the Board 
has guarded this 
point as 
far as 
the 
present legislation will permit, and cleaily 
understand the necessity for a legislative 
amendment. 
The Board derives the greater 
portion of its revenue from dockage, and a 
careful investigation shows no semblance cf 
fraud in that department. 
Concerning the wharves built by contract, 
the money expended for dredging, fire tugs, 
urgent repairs, eheds, ferry slips and other 
structures and trusts upder the control of the 
Board, involving large expenditure, the ex­ 
pert finds in a cursory examination nothing 
to w arrant him in recommending an analytical 
investigation. 
W ith regard to the sea wall the report 
says : 
The law in relation to advertising for 
bids is strictly observed, and the contracts 
awarded to the lowest bidder. 
The contract 
for the first section was per linear foot 
The 
subsequent sections were contracted for by 
cubic yard, owing to the uncertain character 
cf the bottom. 
I t has been found th at in 
every contract the amount of earth and stone 
used in the embankment onsideraule tx- 
ciedcd the previous estimates of the engineer, 
owing to the eir king of the embankment in 
the soft mud of the bottom. 
As to the ca­ 
pacity of the cars used in transpartiug ma­ 
terial, the expert finds th at while the amount 
with which they have been credited as 
carrying can w ithout doubt be contained by 
them, the real question is whether they have 
actually teen made to receive and deliver 
such amounts. 
The duty of watching the 
amount of work done by the cars has been in­ 
trusted by the Board to supervisors of con­ 
struction and tally clerk1. 
I t would be easy 
for them, by parsing light loads and report­ 
ing for imaginary trains, to enable the con­ 
tractor to receive more money than he was 
entitled to. 
E arly in M arch last, owing to 
the wateh placed upon them and a check 
kept against their returns, there was a sig­ 
nificant discrepancy in the accounting of two 
tally clerks. 
No formal investigation of the 
m atter appear:* on the records. 
The amount 
of m aterial fraudulently reported was de- 
ducte 1 from the contractor’s account, and 
the clerks were discharged. 
The report hints that perhaps the difference 
between engineers’ estimates and the contrac­ 
tor’s results were owing ies3 to the uncertain 
character of the bottom tfcan to the uncer­ 
tain nature of the cubic yards on top of the 
embankment. 
, 
On the 17th of last month the expert, ac­ 
companied by the Commissioners, engineer 
and assistant, and W illiam P . Humphreys, 
civil engineer, measured the car-loads on ar­ 
riving at the works, and subsequently meas­ 
ured the loads as put cn at the sand pits, 
and founl dLcrepancies between the figures 
at the two points, which, if parried through 
the work as far as done, wculd show th at the 
contractor had been overpaid §17,330 84. On 
that day, however, the cars were on drees 
parade, 
loaded for 
the occasion before 
the arrival of the party on the ground. 
I t 
was » m atter of notoriety and comment that 
at the sand pit where the cars were loaded 
three men were engaged in the novel work of 
fa.-hioning the loads into solid proportions by 
means of shovel-1. 
In view of th at fact, the 
expert rejects that test, and revolts to the in­ 
ferential conclusions in relation to the cubic 
yard queaion. 
Comparing 
the estimates 
with the results, h i arrives a t the belief that 
on sections 1, 2 and 3 of the sea wall the 
contractor has been overpaid 570,434 02. 
Sccti n 4 has been constructed fince the in­ 
vestigation was ordered, and the feet that 
the results fall wiihiu the engineer’s e*ti- 
I mates is attributed, in part at least, to the 
investigation having been ordered. 
The expert concludes by absolving the 
Commissioners from ai y suspicion of fraud 
and collusion, but holds that the facts and 
figures of record in relation to the sea wall, 
and the obvious inferences to be drawn from 
them, so f.-.r as they involve charges against 
aaj body, either of lack of ability or for ex­ 
cess of it, sustain themselves.

A t the time of the explosion the Captain of 
the Dotterel was aft taking a balb.

were two explosions, one follow ing the other 
in rapid succession.

Visalia. June 14th.—The crop yield in this county 
is one third larger than ever before, owing to in 
creased acreage, One yield per acre, light rain in 
some parla of tho county and no damage. Con 
tinued cool weather greatly benefits the crop?. 
San BuESAVBNTruA.—Up to four week3 ago there 
was ever>* indication of a light crc-p, but since that 
time the cool and often fo gy weather has almost 
wrought a miracle. Tho farmers are now harvesting 
as fine a yield of wheat and barley as they have 
ever had, both aa to quantity aud quality. White 
Russian and Odessa wheat will average 22 sacks to 
the acre. Corn and beans look well. Four fruit- 
dryers are at work in the-county, taking rate of the 
apricot crop, which \i very heavy. Other fruits 
will be an average yield. 
Oakland.—The crops In Eden and Washington 
townships w ill bo about 30 per cent. less than those 
of last year. 
In Murray the yield is said to have 
been very promising up to the 1st of June, when a 
hot spell scorched and shriveled the growing gr .in 
in many places, and there also the rccer.t rain did 
the most damage. The Livermore valley’ will have 
about a two-thirds crop this season. Considerable 
old crop of grain is yet on storage in tho ware­ 
houses at Haywards, Livermore and Niles. 
Cnico.—The harvest has generally commenced 
this week all over this* section. The crops, which a 
month ago lovked poor and thin, have under the 
prevailing cool weather filled out wonderfully, and 
fields which were not expected to yield six or eight 
bushels to the acre, wi 1 now give their average 
yield of 20 to 25 bushels. Thi3 section c.f the 
county will have nearly the usual average y ield. 
Very* little damage was done to hay. 
Rr.n Bluff.—Harvesting has begun quite gen­ 
erally throughout the county, ar.d the yield is 
thought to bo quite as great as that of last year, 
and probably of better quality. The late rains and 
cloudy weather had a very beneficial effect upon 
winter and late-flown grain, making it the equal, if 
ne t the superior, of much of tie summcr-fa lowed. 
Thousands of aerea that were considered worthless 
three weeks ago will now make a fair average yield. 
Woodland.—The wheat harvest is now fairly un­ 
der way on the lighter soils and adobe lands 
throughout the county. 
In the foothills it is about 
all cut. The yield is as gooJ generally as was ex­ 
pected. The winter-sown is net ripe yet. With the 
cool weather of the last three weeks it has improved 
wonderfully. We sh all have a fair crop throughout 
the county, but probably not over twd-thirds as 
much as last year. The quality cf the wheat is said 
to be first clas3—better than for several years past. 
Plackkvills.—The condition of tho crops is first 
rate. No serious injury from the last rain. Every­ 
thing is prospering in our county. 
Lincoln.—Careful inquiry among farmers ¡11 this 
vicinity shows the grain crop to be very light, the 
majority pu'ting it at about one-third of last year’s 
yield. All claim the quality to be extra good. The 
late rains did no damage worth mentioning here. 
Marysville.—The weather of late has been favor­ 
able to the farmers, the grain is ripening rapidly 
and heading will begin about the 20th instant. A 
good crop will be harvested. 
D;\ox. - The f armers have begun heading their 
w heat. Early wiLter-sown grain and summer-fal­ 
lowed in this vicinity w ill give a good yield, except 
that in some instances the latter will be a little 
shriveled in onsequenco of ilia hot weather. Late 
winter-sown is not yet far enough advanced to be 
out of danger. If Lot north winds prevail it will he 
a failure, but if the weather is cool it will fill all 
right. As a whole the crop in this immediate vicin­ 
ity promises to be very fair, but in rome other sec­ 
tions of the county, especially on the low lands, it 
will he almost a total failure. 
Stockton.—The harvestjwork is just beginning in 
San Joaquin county, and the yield promises to be 
about three-fifths of a full crop this year. The late 
rain proved beneficial rather than otherwise, as it 
was succeeded by cloudy weather and drying winds. 
The rain aided materially in filling out the grain. 
The prospect generally is decidedly better than it 
was a month ago. 
Fresno.—Harvesting is now in full blast, and the 
grain is turning out better than wcs anticipated six 
weeks ago. The crop will not be full, but the qual­ 
ity of the grain is better generally than last year. 
In consequence of the increased acreage the grain 
yield of the countv will be gr. at.r than last season. 
There were no late rains to damage the crojis. 
San Rafael —The only crop in this county liable 
to d imago by late rams is hay, and that has suf- 
fc ed very little. The potato crop Is looking better 
than it has for several years. There is not much 
wheat raised in this county, but what was p»ut in is 
doing wvIL 
San Jos*.—The Into rains have not damaged 
crop?, but rather benefited them. The cool weather 
last month has aided the crops in ripening, and the 
prospect* are therefore better now, and thus the 
yield will be about half that of last year, but the 
quality iá better. 


H o l l is t e r .—The crops generally through 8m 
Benito county have a more promising outlook, and 
will yield much better than was predicted a month 
ago. The 3 ielrf of gram will not be so heavy os last 
year, but it will be of much better quality. 
Salinas.—The crop prospect is excellent in the 
Salinas valley and throughout Monterey county 
generally. The barley harvest is now in full blast, 
r.nd considerable early-sown wheat will 
B oon be 
ready for the reaper and header. The yield will be 
over an average. The late rain lodged some of the 
heaviest grain and resulted in some damage to the 
hsy crop, but not so much as was at fln t supposed. 


M e r c e d .— From all portions of this county farmers 
report the grain crops in fplendid condition. The 
whole crop is fully up to the average for ordinary 
season?, both in quantity and quality. Owing to 
the pre%aicnce of cool weather throughout the 


month of May, wheat has filled well, aud nearly all 
sent from this county of thi* year’s harvest «ill be 
a number one article. 
•an Luis Obisfo. —The crops in this county will 
not yield a3 much per acre as last year, but the 
acreage is larger. It may be put down at 80 per 
cent of last year’s yield. Harvesting is now going 
ou. Tiie late rains did 110 damage. 
San Diego.—The condition and prospects of the 
crops in San Diego county is excellent, and the 
grain is in fine condition in every part of the county. 
The vineyards and orchards are in an exceedingly 
thrifty state, and we shall have a larger crop of all 
kinds oí fruit than in any previous year. The 
honey crop is almost a total failure, as compared 
with previous years. Probably not over 250,000 
pounds will be produced for export this season. 


U k ia i i.— The late cool, rainy weather and north 
winds have injured the growing grain and hay 
crop*. Cereals will not give two-thirds of a crop 
this year, and hay will be unusually short, notwith­ 
standing much groin will be cut for bay*. Hops also 
will be a 
crop, and are very backward. 


B a k e r s f ie l d .— Harvesting in this valley is pro­ 
gressing as List 
pic scarcity of hands will admit. 
Good wages are p rid. The area in wheat is larger 
than last year, and the crops more promising. The 
outlook was never better. Water for irrigation has 
been and still coutinues abundant, though the rain­ 
fall has been light, not exceeding three inches. 
There is no rust, nor has there been any desiccating 
winds. 
Kapa.—The late rains in this valley have been 
beneficial to the fruit and grain crop. The w'heat 
crop of this year will be about two-thirds of the 
amount raised last year. The crop of hay is large, 
and was not damaged to any great extent by the 
late rain. The fruit crop promises to be large, 
though in some places peaches and apricots were 
injured by the late frosts in May. Vineyardists say 
that owing to late frost the grape crop will not be 
quite as large as that of last year. 
Vallk-io.—The crops in this section of the coun­ 
ty started with splendid prospects. The acreage 
was larger here than any previous year, in this re­ 
spect better than in the upper end of the county. 
Rust appealed after some of the 
late rains, 
but the Winds prevailing for sometime after pre­ 
vented much disaster. The worst enemy encoun­ 
tered is the Hessian fly, which ha3 destroyed several 
hundred acres of wheat, making it useless except 
for straw. The prospect of the county is anything 
but notably encouraging. Some good crop?, b u t 
more bad oues, will be harvested. There is no 
means of making a reliable estimate of yield now. 


S a n t a C r u z . —The crops in this county will not 
be much to brag of. Rust has made its appearance 
in a number of places. It will probably fall below 
tho average of last > ear. The rain did little or no 
damage. 


S a n t a B a r b a r a . —The yield of wheat, flax and 
all kinds of grain is excellent, particularly so in the 
western portion of the county. The apneot aud 
pear crop is splendid ; the peach crop about 75 per 
cent, of last year. There is a general feeling of 
prosjHirity throughout the farming community. 
Los Angeles.—Harvesting is going on actively 
throughout the county. 
From the best information 
attainable the crop of wheat will be a fair average 
in quantity, wbile in quality is 20 to 30 per cent, 
above that of last year. In some sections there is 
slight rust, but not enough to do any damage ma­ 
terially. The barley crop is lighter than last year, 
owing to reduced acreage and lateness of sowing in 
some parts of the county. The hay crop is good. 
San Bern irdi.no.—Present prospects for a large 
fruit crop are good. The grain crops arc not so 
good as last year. 
It was at first supposed that the 
last rain would do considerable damage, but upon 
examination it appears that instead of doing so it 
has done it good. 
Sacramento.—The situation in Sacramento coun­ 
ty may be thus summed up : llay crop large, but of 
poorer quality than usual. Cereals crop light, prob­ 
ably not more than one-third of the usual yield. 
Fruit? good and plentiful, the yield being largely 
in excess of expectation, it proving that the bigb 
waters of the winter did less damage to the orchards 
of the low' lands than supposed. 
Berry crop very 
good. Grapes promising well. The hop crop will 
be full average. The late rains damaged only some 
exposed hay. Vegetable yield excellent.

SPECIAL 
ELECTION 
TODAY. 


To day tlie electors of the city are to 
vote upon certain propositions submitted by 
the Board of City Trustees in relation to 
improvement of the ciiy levees and drain­ 
age. 
Tnese are embodied in certain orders 
made by the Board at its meeting held on 
the 1st instant, and are as follows : 
To raise with earth the levee from Y to B. 
street, and from Seventh street to Brighten, 
to a uniform grade of at least four feet at the 
lowest point above high-water mark of 1881. 
Estimated cost of work to be dune this fall, 
810,000. 
To face the onter cr river side slope with 
cobble and rubble stone, by placing thereon 
12.000 carloads, or 84,000 cubic yards ; esti­ 
mated 
cost, 8100,000 ; 3,000 carloads or 
21.000 cubic yards of which amount to be 
placed thereon this coming fall; estimated 
cost, 325,000, making a total amount required 
this year of 835,000, requiring a tax of 30 
cents on the §100 of taxable property, taking 
the last assessment roll as a basis of valuation, 
and ask the electors to vote aye upon the pro­ 
posed plan, that the Board of Trustees may 
raise the required amount of special tax to be 
collected forthwith. 
To adopt the plan of pumpiog the sewage 
and drain water from the city into the river, 
and ask a tax of 25 cents on the §100 of tax­ 
able property of 
Sacramento city. 
Esti­ 
mated cost, $20,000. 
To adopt the plan of enlargirg the levee 
from Y street to Ereeport, and submit the 
same to a vote of the electors for adoption. 
Estimated cost, $27,500; required tax, 25 
cents on the §100. 
These several propositions are to be all 
printed upon each ballot, but separately 
Btated, with a blank space left opposite to 
each tor the voter to write “ y e s” or “ no,” 
as he shall favor or oppose each plan.

The Complaint of El Dorado County and 
the Orders of the Railroad Commission. 


The county of El Dorado, by its Board of 
Supervisors, a few weeks ago laid before the 
Railroad Commissioners a complaint setting 
out that the county subscribed in 1863 $200,­ 
000 to the capital stock of the Placerville 
and Sacramento Valley Railroad Company, 
taking 200 shares of stock, and that the 
money realized from the sale cf bonds issued 
for the $200,000 was used in the construction 
of the railroad, and that the company ha3 
paid interest and redemption money since to 
the amount of $212,750, and that $87,250 of 
the bonds and interest is still outstanding 
agaiuBt tho county. 
That the railroad was 
built from Folsom to Shingle Spriogs, and 
is the only railroad tapping El Dorado 
couuty, and the people 
of the county 
have heretofore relied on it to get products 
to market aud supplies to their homes, so 
much so that the old methods of freight 
transportation have been discontinued. That 
the people of the couuty engage in farming, 
horticulture, viticulture and mining, all of 
which requiie cheap and rapid means of com­ 
munication and transportation to Sacra­ 
mento. 
That recently a new impetus has 
been given to wine manufacture, and railroad 
transportation is necessary to that industry. 
That if the railroad communication is dis­ 
continued any considerable length of time 
many of these industries and manufactures 
will languish and go into disuse, to toe great 
loss of the projectors and the people, and es­ 
pecially will the fruit interests of the county 
suffer. 
That the mails and express lines 
operated over the 
railroad, and its sus­ 
pension interferes with them and forces their 
carriage by stages and renders them liable to 
attacks by highwaymen. That the stoppage 
of trains on the railroad will iu the next six 
months work great injury and loss to the 
people, and that the stoppage of the trains 
depreciates property values, and as the as­ 
sessment of the railroad footed up $208,375, 
its withdrawal will decrease the county as­ 
sessment roll, and the depreciating, of values 
added will decrease the assessment roll of the 
county not less than $500,000 for 1881, 
The 
complaint recites that the county has inter­ 
vened in the action of Louis McLane vs. the 
Blaeerviile and Sacramento Yaliey Railroad 
Company, setting forth these facts and ask­ 
ing a modification of the order of the Superior 
Court so as to require the Receiver to place 
rolling stock on the road and operate the 
same, but the Couit ^refused to allow the 
county to intervene, and r<fused to mod­ 
ify its order either on 
the 
application 
of the county, or of the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road Company, representing the Sacramento 
and Placerville Railroad. 
That it is under­ 
stood as a fact that the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road had purchased the road-bed of the 
Placerville and Sacramento Valley Railroad, 
and had, prior to taking posies-don of the 
road by the Receiver (McLane), operated the 
same with rolling stock owned by the Central 
Pacific Railroad exclusively, the Sacramento 
and Placerville Railroad having no rolling 
stock. 
That for the Receiver to put on roll­ 
ing stock necessary to operate the road over 
its twenty-six miles, he must do it under 
order of Court, and it is doubtful if the in­ 
come would defray the expense of operating 
the road as an independent line. 
That the 
Court has authorized and required the Re­ 
ceiver to contract for and procure rolling 
stock to operate the road with, and that for 
that purpose it is proposed to mortgage 
the road-bed and appurtenances and ap­ 
pendages 
for 
a 
sum 
not 
exceeding 
$50,009, and that the amount of interest 
thereon will be an additional expense to be 
earned by the operation cf the road ; that 
the litigation referred to is bitterly and obsti­ 
nately conducted on each side by the parties 
thereto; that the orders of the Superior 
Court have been taken into the Supreme 
Court for review on jurisdictional questions, 
it being claimed by the railroad company 
that the Superior Court has exceeded its juris­ 
diction in authorizing the mortgage of the 
roadbed to obtain rolling stock, aud that the 
hearing on the return of the Superior Court 
is set for August 5, 1881. in the Supreme 
Court, and that when heard it may not reach 
the merits of the question, and other and fur­ 
ther delays be had, and the hearing on the 
merits be further postponed ; that it is repre­ 
sented the Receiver hr. i contracted for r .lling 
stock which, if hurried up, could not be placed 
on the road before the middle of next July, 
and that it is hardly probable the Receiver 
will proceed to complete and finish the rolling 
stock until his authority to do so is affirmed 
by the Supreme Court. 
That the rolling 
stock was removed from the road about Feb­ 
ruary 28, 1881. 
That if tho road is not 
operated before August 28, 1881, the fran­ 
chise of the l ’lacerville and Sacramento Val­ 
ley Railroad Company wiil be forfeited and 
result in irreparable damage and loss to the 
citizens and bneinepf interests of El Dcrado 
county.
